The Legislature of the State of Califor­ 
nia, during its last session, 1355, having, 
with the utmost indifference to the sanitary 
welfare of the people, in utter disregard of 
the suggestions ofi’ered by his Excellency 
Governor Stoneinan in his biennial mes­ 
sage, and equally regardless of the impor­ 
tunities of the State Board of Health, re­ 
fused to appropriate a single dollar to pro­ 
tect the State from the invasion of infec­ 
tious or contagious diseases ; therefore, in 
view of the possibility, or rather the proba­ 
bility, of cholera extending its ravages to 
the Pacific coast this summer, the Stale 
Board of Health deem it prudent to offer to 
the public a few words oi warning as to 
the necessity of the early employment of 
sanitary measures, to arrest the develop­ 
ment of disease or mitigate its virulence if, 
unfortunately, it should appear among us. 
Cholera being essentially a preventable 
disease, ail questions concerning its cause, 
diffusion and prevention, must interest the 
people just now, when Europe is again the 
theater of its manifestations; and as all pre­ 
ventive measures are based upon the as­ 
sumption that the virus or germ of the dis­ 
ease is a living organism capable of trans­ 
mission through water, iood. clothing, or 
per* mal contact, and. like all living matter, 
is itself susceptible of death, the prevention 
of its dissemination, or the means of its 
speedy destruction, are the desiderata to he 
sought. 
Cholera upon these shores is a foreigner, 
and has never yet visited us, except by im ­ 
portation, and then only after ample warn­ 
ing. Last year the warning came to us 
from France and Italy: this year it comes 
from Spain and th esh o reso f the Mediter­ 
ranean. 
How soon it may reach New 
York or other seaports upon the Atlantic 
border is a question of time. 
It is sure to 
come along the highway of travel, and 
once landed on our shores, w ill make its 
way across the continent quite speedily. 
Had the question of quarantine, efficiently 
exercised, been entertained by the last 
Legislature, and provision made for its | uphol.-k red 
maintenance, we believe we could have ’ 
kept cholera, yellow fever, and smallpox 
out of California. The highway is now

taining the copperas or corrosive sublímate 
solution, or if this is impracticable, should 
be covered with the solution. 
Unnecessary 
furniture, especially that which is stuffed, 
carpets, and hangings, should be removed 
from tbe room at the outset, if possible, 
otherwise they should remain for fumiga­ 
tion and treatment, 
•t Fumigation with sulphur is the only 
practicable method of disinfecting 
tbe 
house. 
For this purpose the rooms to be 
disinfected must be vacated. Heavy cloth­ 
ing, blankets, bedding, ami other a; tieles 
which cannot he treated with the zinc so­ 
lution, should be opened and oxposi . dur­ 
ing fumigation, as directed below;

the rooms as tightly as possible, stopping 
up every crevice and keyhole; 
place the

bricks placed in washtubs containing a lit­ 
tle water, set it on fire with a d ffiol or 
kerosene sprinkled upon it, and allow the 
room to remain closed twenty-four Lours. 
For a room ten feet square at leant two 
pounds of sulphur will be required; for 
larger rooms proportionately larger quanti­ 
ties; will Ire necessary.

STUPIDITY OK OUR LAWMAKERS. 
W hat can be done in the way of preven­ 
tion locally? 
Much m aybe done if the 
officers of’hcalth, or the properly consti­ 
tuted authorities do their fluty. Cholera, as 
was said before, is a preventable disease; 
its habitat is among a crowd ; it revels in 
filth and decomposing organisms, but fail­ 
ing to find suitable conditions for its growth 
and maintenance it dies out. Consequently, 
the very first thing to be done is foi each 
individual to see that his house, outhouse 
and yard is put into a good sanitary condi­ 
tion. Do not wait for any health officer, 
j see to it yourself. Have your drains cleaned 
out and flushed with w ater; your privy or 
cesspool emptied and disinfected immedi­ 
ately. See that your cellar is cleared of all 
decaying substances, have it thoroughly 
whitewashed, and all 
tilth, rags, etc. 
burned. 
If you have a well, sec- that the 
water thereof is not contaminated by drain­ 
age from the house or outhouses. 
If you 
have the slightest suspicion that it is, 
boil the water before using, or, better still, 
shut up that well and dig another away 
from all chance of such contamination, 
if vou use river water, which is always 
more or less polluted, see that it is boiled 
before drinking it. and you will save your 
health for the trouble. Avoid crowding in 
sleeping rooms. See that each room is 
properly ventilated, nothing being so con­ 
ducive to disease as an overcrowded and 
ill ventilated apartment. Plenty of fresh, 
pure air. pure water, and wholesome food, 
with household and personal cleanliness, 
will do more to prevent the access of chol­ 
era to your dwelling than all the supplica­ 
tions o'f the credulous, or the nostrums of 
the charlatan. 
W hile there is danger of 
cholera, or, indeed, any epidemic disease, 
developing in your midst, it is an act of pru­ 
dence to avoid excessive fatigue from any 
source, as the system when tired or ex- 
iiusted is much more liable to infection and 
less able to resist it than in oilier condi­ 
tions. 
It is also indispensable that the

Articles too valuable to 
be destroyed should be treated as follows: 
Cotton, linen, flannel*, blankets, e'.c., should 
be treated with the boiling hot zinc solu­ 
tion ; introduce piece by piece; secure 
thorough wetting anti boil for halfan hour. 
Furs, silks, heavy woolen clothing, bed­ 
covers and beds, which cannot be thus 
treated with the zinc solution, should he 
hung in the room daring fumigation, their 
surfaces fully exposed and their pockets 
turned inside out; afterwards they should 
be liung in the open aii—beaten 
ami 
shaken. 
Billows, beds, stuffed mattresses, 
urniture, etc.. should be cut 
open, the contents spread out and thor­ 
oughly fumigated. 
Carpets are best fumi­ 
gated on tbe floor, but should afterwards 
be removed to the open air and thoroughly 
shaken and beaten. 
0. Corpses should be washed thoroughly 
with the zinc or the corrosive sublimate so­ 
lution, then wrapped in a sheet wet with the 
solution, and buried at once. 
Metallic or 
metal-lined coffins should be used when 
possible, and always when tiie body 
to 
be transported for any considerable dis­ 
tance. 
It these notes of warning and guides to 
action are heeded, and fear does not usurp 
the place of common sense, wo have little 
to dread from cholera ptr.-onhi’y. 
it is the 
unthinking multitude, the selfish egotist, 
the “wait until it comes” people, that we 
have to fear. 
“An ounce of prevention is 
worth a pound of cure,” and there is no 
disease to which this aphorism so directly 
applies as cholera.

Disinfection is the destruction of the 
poison of infections or contagious diseases. 
Deodorizers, or substances which destroy 
stne!’;. are not necessarily disinfectants, 
and dinnfcvtants du not necessarily have 
au odor. 
Disinfection cannot compensate 
for want of cleanliness or of ventilation. 


DISINFECTANTS TO BE EMPLOYED. 
Roll sulphur (brimstone', for fumigation. 
This is a cheap and effective substance for 
fumigating rooms ; it is positively destruct­ 
ive of disease germs when effectively used. 
Sulphate of iron (copperas), dissolved in 
the proport: in of oip and a h alf pounds to 
the gallon of water, is a cheap and reliable 
deodorizer and antiseptic for privies, cess­ 
pools, sewers, etc. 
Sulphate of zinc, in the proportion of 
four ounces of sulphate and two ounces of 
common salt to the gallon of water, is effi­ 
cient and harmless for clothing, bed linen, 
blankets, etc. 
It should be used boiling 
hot, and the articles to be disinfected aro 
plunged in’oit and thoroughly boiled. 
Corrosive sublimate, in tiie proportion of 
a quarter of an ounce to the gallon, is an 
unsurpassed germicide and disinfectant, 
but has the disadvantage of being excess-

fuel necessary to send the blood coursing 
through your system is burned out. 
Ani­ 
mals sleep instinctively after meals. 
Hu­ 
man beings become drowsy after eating. 
W hy? Simply because the juices needed 
in digestion are supplied by tiie blood be­ 
ing solicited toward the stomach. 
Thus 
tlic brain receives less blood than during 
the hours of fasting, and becoming paler 
the powers ^row dormant. 
Invalids and 
thosein delicate health should always cat be­ 
fore going to bed. The sinking sensation of 
sleeplessness is a call for food. W akeful­ 
ness is oftentimes merely a symptom of 
Lunger. 
Gratify the desire and sleep en­ 
sues. The feeble will be stronger if they 
cut on going to bed. 
Some persons are ex­ 
hausted merely by the process of making 
tl cir toilet in the morning. A cup of warm 
tuiiic and toast on retiring, or of beef-tea on 
awakening, will correct it," 
“ But is it not 
essential that the stomach should rest?” 
“ Undoubtedly. 
Y’et, when hungry we 
should eat. 
Does the infant’s stomach rest 
as long as the adults? 
Man eats less often 
only because his food requires more time 
for digestion 
Invalids and children at 
night may take slowly warm milk, beef-tea 
or oatmeal. 
The vigorous adult can eat 
bread, milk, cold beet, chicken, raw oysters 
or some other such food. Of course it must 
be done in moderation. 
You ;tart home 
now and take a cup of tea anil a beef sand­

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deal of a singer, they really kn 
little of the inner life—the life which she 
lias led in order to become a singer, or the 
life she must lead to sustain her reputation 
on the boards. 
It is hard for people out­ 
side the profession of music, or the kindred 
arts, to appreciate the requirements of a 
singer’s lile, and, for that reason, they arc 
not always ready to make allowances for 
tbe occasional shortcomings.

T H E L IF E OF A SINGER, 
And you will see that it is not a path of 
roses. Roses are scattered at her feet before 
tiie footlights, to be sure, but there are a 
great many thorns in the path .she treads 
before they urc won. 
A singer begins her 
['reparations for a life of song at a very 
early age. 
When other young people are 
amusing themselves at balls or routs, she 
is running her scales und taking care of her 
health. She must not do th is and she 
must not do that, fur it is bad for her voice. 
—and that is tlic one consideration of her 
life. 
Alter she has entered upon her career 
as a public singer she has even more sac­ 
rifices to make, for upon her care of herseii 
tier reputation depends. 
Everything must 
give way to her art, and she must go into 
training as rigorous as that of a pedes­ 
trian, or oarsman, preparing for a race. 
In 


TH E CASE OF Ki’lIK SCALCHI 
The question was : Gould she sing so ex­ 
acting a role as Fides in “ The Prophet” 
either after eating a hearty meal, or upon 
au empty stomach. I contend that in either 
case the could not have <lon*. herself jus­ 
tice. 
A singer cannot sing after eating, be­ 
cause when you sing you draw the blood 
up to your head; your emotions arc ex­ 
cited, and that carries the blood c.wav from 
the stomach to the brain, before the stom­ 
ach lias done its work. Managers over 
here have not sufficient respect n r a sing­ 
er’s organization. 
They expect that an 
artist can do equally veil under all cir­ 
cumstances. 
In Europe, where art is bet­ 
ter understood, less is demanded of a singer 
in respect to quantity, though more per­ 
haps iti resuect to quality. 
Here the au­ 
dience and the box otiicc arc too often of 
in ire account to the manager : han the rep­ 
utation o f his prima donna. 
I argue that 
singers should not be obliged to sing when 
jiiey cannot do their best. They are not j 
machines that can lie sc-t running by a 
touch. 
A singer does her 


WORK IIF,-T UNDER I N .1‘1 RATION’, 
Y (: he is exp< cted to b insj ii 1 to or ier, 
and is the only artist of whom is this requir­ 
ed. 
A painter goes to bis canvas when the 
rnood is upon him. 
The poet takes up Ids 
pen when moved by the divine afflatus; 
but the singer must find inspiration in the 
turning on of the footlights, 
it must be 
admitted that she does find a good deal in 
this simple process. 
Thc-rc is certain ex­ 
citement about the very atmosphere of the 
opera house. 
She arrives at the stage-door 
feeling out of sorts and less like .singing 
than anything in the world, but by the 
time she’reaches her dressing-room and tlic 
preparations for her ’ appearance in the 
mimic world have begun, she i* ready for 
her audience—that is, as far as nervous 
force is concerned, though her voice may 
not be in the best condition. 


ADELINA EATTI 
Is a brilliant example of what may bn done 
by care and training. 
To take c.trc of her- 
scifis the study of her life, or at least that 
of the people around her, and she makes 
sacrifices to her profession that the women 
of society would stand aghast at. 
The re­ 
sult is that she seldom or never disappoint; 
an audience from indisposition. She is 
always ready, for her wlioie tim e is spent 
in getting ready. 
You may observe that 
she is not willing to wear her voice out by 
singing four or five times a week. She has 
European ideas on this subject, and they 
are best for the singer. 
It is a pity that 
they arc not more common over lu re. 
It 
would be better for the singer and better 
for the public too, if they were. 
Singers 
have the reputation of being capricious, be­ 
cause they are exacting in the matter of 
food. 
The average landlord thinks that 
what is good enough for one of his guests 
is good enough for all, making no excep­ 
tion of tlic artist. M ine Patti has encount­ 
ered this landlord, so Hie travels with her 
own rhff, who 


r REDARES H EI! MEALS FOR H ER . 
This is not caprice; it is necessity. 
It is 
not that she wants such a variety of elabo­ 
rately prepared food, but that she wants 
what she has to be thoroughly nutritious 
and digestible. 
If she suffers ir<»m indi­ 
gestion it affects lier voice. 
Colds are not 
the singer’s only enemies. 
Illy prepared 
and unsuitable food is as injurious to her 
voice as a draught of cold air. A celebrated 
professor in Rome tiff’d Charlotte Cushman 
that there were three things necessary fora 
priina donna to do—cat, sleep and sing. 
Not a very intellectual programme, you 
say ; and I quite agree with you ! 
W hen a 
singer i; singing she ha» to live the most 
regular and systematic life. 
She eats her 
dinner at 3 o’clock in tlic afternoon, or -1 
at latest, and it is two or three hours before 
she goes to the theater, and another hour 
and a half before she sings, or four hours in 
all between eating and singing. 


AFTER TH E OPERA 
She may cat the little supper that is so 
highly prized by all “ professional" people, 
not because of its conviviality, for it must 
be very simpie and light, but rather be­ 
came ii can be eaten with the knowledge 
that there is plenty of time for digestion. 
Sweets, highly-spiced f ->d of any kind, 
ami nut*, must be carefully avoided by the 
singer, and even ice-water is one of the 
very worst things for ihc throat. It should 
never be drunk just before singing, for it 
leaves the singer as hoarse as if she had 
caught a violent cold. ¡She cannot drink, 
yet the exercise of singing makes her want 
something to moisten her throat with. Dif­ 
ferent singers use different drinks for re­ 
freshing the throat, according as their ex­ 
perience lias taught them.

SOME SINGERS TO USE A GARGLE. 
Le Franc, the tenor, famous for his high C, 
used a salt and water gargle. 
The singers 
of a past generation depended a groat deal 
upon sulphur, and so do those of to-day, 
only they take smaller doses. They take 
it homeupathicallv. 
Patti, I am told, puts 
a great deal of dependence upon hepar- 
sulphur. 
I use it too, and so do other 
singers who are homeopathists; and most 
of them are homeopathists, for they find 
that prevention is the best treatment for 
their ailments. 
Nine hours a night—or 
never less than eight—are necessary for a 
singer to sloe)', for her nervous force is 
heavily taxed, 
¡she must “ make her exer­ 
cises" for a certain length of time every 
day.for—to paraphrase Liszt—when shefaifs 
to practice one day, she observes it lierself:

“ It was in the sum m er of 1809," said old 
skipper Johnson, addressing a knot of boys 
who were seated on the grass in front of 
him , " I and h alf a dozen other fellows, 
under com m and of Captain Langdon, U. S.

The belles of the upper classes, those 
whose languishing eyes and rich bloom 
have been the toj.ies of so m uch literature 
in prose and verse, may be beautiful an 
naturel. but with what they choose to con­ 
sider artificial adornm ent they are not. 
T heir eyes are wondrous black and be­ 
witching, and to be able to use them effec­ 
tively is a m atter of education. 
It is said 
that Cuban women—and by that 1 mean 
the whole \\ cat Indies—can throw more 
expression into a glance of the eye than 
any in existence, but the people who say it 
have probably flirted with them or seen the 
glowing of a heart in love.

The neck and ears of a West 
India beile are about ten shades darker 
than her nose and cheeks. 
T heir m ouths are usually large, their 
lips thicker than is consistent with classic 
rules, but their teeth are usually white, 
even, pretty and well preserved. Although 
they m ake sweetm eats or " dulces " a great 
part of their diet for breakfast as well as 
dinner, you seldom see a woman or a m an 
.w ithout good teeth. 
B ut the most disagreeable thing about a 
Cuban w om an is her voice—that low, 
sweet, musical tone which is told about as 
one of the attractions of T urkish beauties 
is not heard here, nor is the bold accent of 
the English girl noticed anyw here in the 
West Indies.

A MATTER 
OF PRUDENCE. 


We have before referred to tiie. neglect 
of the late Legislature to do its duty in 
fortifying the .State Board of Health with 
means sufficient to establish quarantine 
stations upon the borders of t he State in 
ease of threatened invasion by cholera or 
yellow fever. 
The inaction of the Legis­ 
lature was due to the stupid and wholly 
unreasonable opposition and the persistent 
misstatements of the San Francisco press, 
which resisted the necessary bill under a 
misapprehension of its purpose, and did 
not w ithdraw the opposition even after the 
Board had officially called attention to the 
fact that no such bill was liefore the Leg­ 
islature as the San Francisco papers in­ 
sisted was pending. 
We have now from 
the Board the follow!ug letter, which is 
self-explanatory. 
We doubt if ever be­ 
fore in the history cf a State sueli a situa­ 
tion existed. 
The whole matter hum ili­ 
ates the people and gives them reason to 
call the members of the two houses per 
sonally to account for shameful non-action 
and lack of courage to do a plain duty 
The Board, addressing the newspapers of 
of the State, sa y s: “ As the Legislature, by 
its disgraceful parsimony in sanitary mat­ 
ters has rendered it impossible for t lie 
State Board of Health to distribute gen 
erallv throughout the State the accom­ 
panying circular, and as the information 
contained therein is wholly in the interest 
of the people, the State Board of Health 
is reluctantly compelled to appeal to the 
generosity of the press to give the contents 
of this circular that publicity which it 
alone can do. 
Bv publishing in your pa­ 
per such extracts as you may deem perti­ 
nent to the subject, and calling attention 
to the necessity of immediate sanitation in 
your town or city, and the advisability 
nay, necessity, of a house-to-house inspec­ 
tion, you will materially aid the cause of 
humanity.” 
So far as the Ruco ru « -U n io n is con­ 
cerned, it will publish the circular re­ 
ferred to. 
li has already, and very fre­ 
quently, called attention to the necessity 
for house-to-house inspection, and will 
continue to insist ujton 
that sanitary 
measure. 
It is a precautionary provision 
that has met the approval of all sanitary 
authorities and the benefit of which is be­ 
yond question.

CIVIL DUTIES. 


PRIVATE 
DETECTIVES. 


I hey have strange ways in Chicago, of 
all others the city of private detectives. 
T his class of self-constituted peace officers 
take more liberties, as a rule, than regu­ 
larly chosen officials would dare to venture 
iqion. 
The whole private detective busi­ 
ness should lie put under strict regulative 
control of the law and only those be per­ 
mitted to engage in it, whom the State 
may license, and the licensing 
power 
should only be exercised by a thoroughly 
competent department of the State. 
Pri­ 
vate detectives are quite as frequently 
uses! as mediums to accomplish private re­ 
venges and deceits, as to promote the 
cause of justice. 
They report to no official 
head, and there is no power to call them 
to an accounting, except by suits at law. 
It i- a common thing for two or three im­ 
pecunious fellows who have failed in about 
all else in life, to join bands and establish 
a 
“ Private Detective Bureau.” 
Their 
business, in a very large part, i> to spy out 
the shortcomings of people, and report to 
those who have a special interest in having 
some of their fellow men “ shadowed.” 
In 
not a few cases the private detective is a 
blackmailer and all his gains are returned 
from the doubtful methods be employs to 
secure evidence for divorce and scandal 
cases. 
There are, of course, Reputable and 
useful private detective agencies, but they 
are not numerous. 
In Chicago recently 
there arrived from Freeport, 111., a young 
couple o ’ ‘ 
were resolv- 
man met his affianced in Chicago by ap­ 
pointment, she being accompanied by her 
elder brother. 
The couple were duly mar­ 
ried, and proceeded to a first-class hotel 
and openly registered as man and wife. 
For some reason, wholly unnecessary to 
inquire into now, certain relatives, includ­ 
ing the parents of the bride, objected to 
the match. 
Possibly their advice fol­ 
lowed would have been lx«**t for Mr. Odgcrs 
and his affianced, but that cuts no figure in 
the case after the marriage and its con­ 
summation.

The Philadelphia papers continue to agi­ 
tate the high license question.

It is oppo-ed only by the extremists 
of both sides— those who desire to con­ 
tinue the unlicensed and indiscriminate 
sale of liquor and those who ¡'refer to wait 
until the more stringent prohibitory laws 
can be enacted. 
Policy, morals and the 
immediate protection of society demand 
the middle ground, he first step of which is 
now practicable.”

p o rt- th e h ig h licen se m o v em en t, s a y in g : 
A high license system in P hiladelphia would 
be a large help tow ard furnishing the m oney 
needed for th e extension of th e W ater Works 
and various perm anent im provem ents, ¡t would, 
besides, prom ote b etter order in th e sule of 
liquor. 
If it does not seem quite fair to m ake 
the people w ho don’t drink w ater pay for im ­ 
proving the w ater supply, the license m oney 
could la- appropriated to some o th er purpose, 
such as th e suoport o f alm shouses and prisons, 
in w hich th e drinkers m ay be supposed to have 
m ore direct personal interest. 
But the high li­ 
cense is desirable as a índice m ensure, an d the 
incidental revenue of a m illion or two a year 
would afford considerable relief, no m atter how 
it m ight be expended. 


President J. L. Pickard, in his recent 
admirable exposition of the subject, “W hy 
Crime is Increasing,” quotes from Pres­ 
ident Seelye: “ Títere are probably 100,­ 
000 men in the United States to-day whose 
animosity against all existing social insti­ 
tutions is hardly less than boundless.” Pro­ 
fessor Pickard adds: “ The larger part of 
these is found within not more than five 
cities. 
They have everything to gain and 
nothing to loose by disturbances in social 
order. 
P.ut in these same cities the lead­ 
ing business men, who have everything to 
lose and nothing to gain by riot, plead 
pressure of business as an excuse for 
neglctt of civil duties. Just in proportion 
as occupations require constant and un­ 
broken attention, does this surrender of 
the polls to the indifferent or the selfishly 
interested, or openly vicious classes, pro­ 
ceed to its fatal termination. 
By way of 
episode, might not a compulsory voting 
system prove valuable to the republic?” 
The question of Professor Pickard is full 
of suggestion, but it is based upon the 
error of a false assumption.

and the party primary.” 
The saloon 
keejKT who dominates the policy of a 
great party in California does not derive 
his power from the business men and those 
who have everything to lose, but from the 
element to which that class surrenders, 
not the polls, but the party caucus, tin 
primary and the club. 
It will make com 
paratively little difference whether there 
be compulsory voting or business-men’s 
voting, or the voting of the vicious class, 
if the better elements of society in both 
great parties will dismount from their 
lofty “ too good ” steed and take possession 
of the party machinery. 


STATE F.EPUD IATI0N ENDED. 


The decision of the Supreme Court of 
the United States in the Virginia coupon 
cases, which was rendered about ten davs 
ago, is characterized by the Inter-Ocean as 
giving promise of death to State repudia­ 
tion.

1. An examination of the nature and ex­ 
tent of any influence which may be exerted 
by one tnind upon another, apart from any 
recognized mode of perception. 
2. The study of hypnotism, and the forms 
o f so-called mesmeric trance, with its al­ 
leged insensibility to pain ; clairvoyance, 
and other allied phenomena. 
3. A critical revision of Reichenbaelt’s 
researches with certain organizations called 
“ sensitive,” and an inquiry whether such 
organizations possess any power of percep­ 
tion beyond a highly exalted sensibility of 
the recognized sensory organs. 
4. A careful investigation of any reports, 
resting on strong testimony, regarding ap­ 
paritions at the moment of death, or other­ 
wise, or regarding disturbances in houses 
reported to be haunted. 
5. An inquiry into the various physical 
phenomena commonly called Spiritual, 
with an attempt to discover the causes 
and general law s., 
f). The collection and collation of ex­ 
isting materials bearing upon the history 
of these subjects. 
Very eminent men in science, religion 
and letters compose the society. They ap­ 
proached their self-imposed task without 
prejudice or prepossession of any kind. 
The character of the inquirers was a suffi­ 
cient guarantee of tiie honesty of purpose 
actuating them. 
Professor Iiciiry Sidg- 
wick, a distinguished scientist and man of 
letters, and one of the Faculty of Trinity 
College, Cambridge, is the President of 
the organization. 
The first chapter ot the 
book before us is really an epitome of the 
addresses of Professor Sidgwick up to is,si, 
and the methods of scientific inquiry into 
the apparently supernatural and the value of 
testimony that must he accepted in any such 
research as that indicated. Thereafter the 
book is devoted to an inquiry into what is 
popularly known as mind-reading, and is, 
in fact, a collation front the reports made 
to and the testimony takc-n by the ¡society. 
The inquiry proceeds upon this query ; “ Is 
there, or is ilierc not any existing or at­ 
tainable evidence that can stand phy-i- 
ological criticism to support a belief that a 
vivid impression or a distinct idea in one 
mind can be communicated to another 
mind without the intervening help of tiie 
recognized organs of sensation ?" If so, “ Is 
the impression derived from a rare or par­ 
tially developed and hitherto unrecognized 
sensory organ, or lias the mental precept 
been evoked directly, without any antece­ 
dent sense percept?’’ 
The buck is a record 
of a vast number of most curious experi­ 
ments with a great number of subjects un­ 
der all the kinds of physical and men­ 
tal 
conditions 
in 
which 
the 
“ mind- 
reading” 
is 
made 
manifest. 
These 
include the whole theory of guesses, the 
whole system of possible signals, and all 
possible experiments of describing unseen 
articles, divining thought, copying manu­ 
script and the production of figures, con­ 
ceived mentally only by the operator. 
We 
cannot enter into explanation of these ex­ 
periments. They must he read in extenso 
to be at all comprehended. The text relat­ 
ing to them is lull of interest, and lias all 
the atmosphere surrounding it of a judicial 
examination 
into 
a 
mysterious 
fact. 
Thought-Transference is elaborately con­ 
sidered and very formally reported upon. 
No positive conclusions as to causes appear 
to have been arrived at, but a great deal of 
valuable testimony was secured that goes 
to establish certain phenomena as facts, 
which have puzzled the learned and awed 
the superstitious. The final chapter is Mr. 
Hovey’s own. 
In this he asks all who have 
had knowledge of well-authenticated cases 
of the occurrence of any of the phenomena 
of which tiie volume treats, to communi­ 
cate with him. as he proposes to continue 
the work of investigation. 
A single ex­

About Street Sprinkling. 
Eds. Reoord-Uniok : I liave been think­ 
ing for sonic time that it would be a pious 
idea for the Trustees to require the street 
sprinkling to be done between daylight and 
8 or 9 o'clock in the morning, or else after 
dark. The custom has been to have most 
of the sprinkling done late in the afternoon, 
just when everybody (that eau do so) goes 
for a drive or walk. Our streets ure neces­ 
sarily made disgustingly muddy and sloppy 
just at that time of the day when they 
should he in their most inviting condition 
for public use. 
Many citizens, who own 
horses and vehicles are obliged to be their 
own hostleis and bnggy-washers; and it is 
very annoying for one to get his buggy or 
carriage all splashed over with mud before 
going a block from home. This is all un­ 
necessary, for if the streets were prop­ 
erly 
wet 
down 
early each day they 
would remain in 
good 
condition for 
use by either pedestrians or vehicles. A n­ 
other important reform in our street-sprin­ 
kling service is demanded, and tiiat is to 
require contractors to use sprinklers that 
w ill throw a finer spray than thoee in use 
heretofore. 
It is a common thing in the 
sum m er to see a sprinkling (?) wagon let 
loose a perfect deluge of water right upon 
a street-crossing, thus compelling ladies to 
get their shoes and clothing all bespattered 
with mud. There is no need of any of 
these inconveniences being permitted. 
All 
the Trustees have to do is to name the 
hours during which tlie streets shall be 
sprinkled (not " wet down,” as has been 
the custom), and to require the use of fine 
sprinklers'. This i- all very easy to do. 
It 
would be no hardship on anybody, but a 
positive 
blessing 
to 
the 
community 
—to 
the 
people 
who 
have 
to 
pay 
for 
the 
work. 
It 
seems 
to me that the public ought to have spirit 
enough to make known their grievances 
and ask for redress, instead of grumbling 
and complaining in private about such 
tilings. 1 pay my proportion of taxes for 
the support of the city government, and in 
doing so I help to pay for having the dust 
kept down in the streets. 
Hence I have a 
right to demand that the work shall be 
done in away to benefit me (and my fellow- 
taxpayerst. instead of creating in itself a 
pos'live nuisance—and for what ’ Simply 
that the contractors may suit their own 
convenience, and not that of m yself and 
others who pay them for what they do. 
I 
hope these matters will be called’ to the 
attention of the Trustees by others who 
have been grumbling for years, and if so. 
something may be done to correct the evil.

There was considera­ 
ble other testimony in this case, including 
a letter written on the day Emerson ob­ 
tained the $30, which was somewhat dam­ 
aging to the defendant's case. 
Counsel for defense moved a dismissal on 
the grounds that the note is not yet due. 
and that Redman is not yet injured, as he 
lias not sutlered any loss as yet. The City 
Attorney resisted the motion, and pre­ 
sented authorities to show that the fraudu­ 
lent act was in obtaining the indorsement 
of Redman as security for the payment of 
the note, with the intent to defraud him. 
That his signature was the only thing that 
gave value or character to the note, and 
made it property. 
That this act comes 
clearly within the statute. The Court de­ 
nied the motion. 
Defense then put in the 
testimony of Charles Dodge and defend­ 
ant Emerson. After argument the Court 
held defendant to answer and fixed the 
hail at $1,000. 
The Court then called the ease wherein 
John Bowman was swindled out of $10 by 
the defendant representing that he was tiie 
brother-in-law of George \V. Safford, and 
that he had a$60,000 ranch in Sutter county, 
and that Safford would furnish all the 
money he wanted, and would pay any 
order or draft of his. 
The witness Bow­ 
man detailed some funny statements made 
by defendant in order to obtain the money, 
and that after he (defendant) had given a 
written order on Saflbrd, requested that it 
be not presented until be had first seen bis 
brother-in-law. 
He also stated that lie 
would go him self to Safford. but that lie 
had gone to Ogden on business fur the firm. 
George W. Safford was sworn, and denied 
the gentle insinuation of relationship, or 
that he had been to Ogden. 
Counsel for defendant again interposed a 
motion to dismiss, which the Court denied. 
Defense then declined to put in other evi­ 
dence, whereupon the Court ordered de­ 
fendant held to answer, with bail fixed at 
$1,000.

SCIENTIFIC RECORD.

The mystery attached to Niagara Falls 
and river is apperantly as impenetrable 
as it was in 1842, when Professor John 
Hall, ol New York, projected the first sur­ 
vey of the river. The unknown increases 
in interest at the present time, when an in­ 
ternational effort is being made to preserve 
the approaches to the falls. Some of the 
remarkable facts known only to a few per­ 
sons, principally engineers, may be told in 
order to shed more light upon an old and 
familiar object. Out in Lake Ontario, a 
few nii!«*s from the mouth of the river, are 
several enormous slioais called the “Brick­ 
bats." 
They are annually increasing in 
size, and comprise the debris of the canyon 
and the wear of the falls. 
Frost and the 
atmosphere are disintegrating agents far 
more powerful 
than 
the falls them­ 
selves. 
The canyon is widening every 
year. Knormons bowlders continually fall, 
and, plunging into the river, 
are ground 
to 
dust in 
the current 
and hurried 
away to the shoals. 
It is remarkable that 
the 
river’s 
mouth 
does 
not 
become 
dammed with this refuse. Those who 
think it impossible for Niagara to contain 
the water that passes through the St. ' 
Lawrence do not pause to consider several 
important facts. The current of Niagara 
ranges from ten miles an hour to two 
miles a minute. The volume of water 
sent hurrying to Ontario at this terrific 
speed presents under the upper bridge a 
solid face of a cube 56,000 yards square. ! 
So enormous is the volume of water hurled 
through this passage that Lake Ontario 
must necessarily empty itself once in every 
few days. Just below the lower bridge the 
sw ells" formed by the current rise to a 
height of twenty feet, so terrific is the 
pressure from above. The Maid of the 
Mist passed through the canyon at a rate 
hi part exceeding one mile per minute, the 
fastest trip ever made by a vessel. Those 
who consider it impossible for the St. 
Lawrence to be made by Niagara river are 
right in one respect. The former stream 
receives vast accessions from American and 
Canadian tributaries, such as the interior 
chain of lakes, the drainage of the Northern 
Adirondaeks and the Ottawa river. 
• 
The mysterious and awful depths of Ni­ 
agara's canyon are fruitful subjects of com­ 
ment. Some portions of it are reasonably 
supposed to be bottomless. When the first 
railway bridge was constructed here some 
ambitions persons attempted to sound the ■ 
canyon directly beneath it. They filled a ' 
large tin pail with stones and lowered it 
with a rope. The currents merely played 
with it. Then they took a stronger cord, 
attached a bar 01 railway iron to it. which 
actually floated, owing to the fierce counter 
currents. 
A few years ago the United 
States Lake Survey came here, and, as re­ 
corder of the survey, I know of the remark- ' 
able data obtained. 
We saw at once th a t1 
the currents would buoy up a large sinker, 
and proposed to lest the smallest possible 
surface with the greatest possible weight. 
We took a lead weight in form of a plumb 
bob,weighing thirteen pounds, and attached 
it to a small but strong cord. Then we se­ 
cured the serv ices of one of tlie ferry boat- , 
men and started out into the stream. The 
boatman was. ordered to row as nearly 
under the tails as possible, and the

As we approached the Falls the roar 
became more and more terrible, until we 
wore not only unable to hear, but the lips 
positively refused to open and utter a j 
sound. For several days afterward some ! 
of the party were so deaf as to be unable to 
distinguish one word from another. The 
lead was cast first near the American Falls, 
where bottom was found at S3 feet. 
Near 
the main Falls we found IX) feet of water. 
Here the oarsman’s strength failed, and the , 
little craft began to dart down stream. 
At. ■ 
every east of the lead the water grew 
deeper, until in front of the inclined rail- ¡ 
way the old guide and nmst of the party 
became terror-stricken and refused to go 
further down stream. 
Here the lead told 
otf 10,3 feet. 
We were then able to compute 
the depths lower down by simply ascer- ! 
mining the width of the stream. Directly * 
under the lower bridge the water narrows 
considerably and deepens to 210 feet. ; 
Lower down, at the Whirlpool Ilapuls, the 
gorge becomes very narrow and the cur­ 
rents terribly fierce, 
lit re the computed 
depfii was 3fs> feet. One place in the gorge 
is still narrowt r. and would exceed a depth 
of 100 foot. 
When the depth of water is 
taken into consideration the height of 
the 
canyon 
walls above 
the surface 
must not be forgotten. These walls range 
frcm 270 to .’¡go ti ot in night, often perpen­ 
dicular, sothat the total depth of the canyon 
ranges from 3Ó0 to 700 feet. This great 
depth of the gorge lead- directly in imagi­ 
nation to the canyon's wear. What absurd 
theories and conjectures have been put forth 
on this subject I ¡step up my good Biblical 
scholar and toll us how twenty cubic miles 
of.-did rock have been worn out in 0,000 
years, T wrnty cubic miles is many times 
larger than Manhattan 1. land. 
It probably 
contains more material than is contained 
in Long Island, including the Brooklyn 
politicians. There 
< ms to be a current 
imprtssion that the Falls recedes towards 
Buffalo at the rate of one foot a year. The 
great geologist Lyell is responsible for this 
stupendous error. One foot a year means 
the displacement of 1.500,000 cubic feel of 
rock from the face of the Falls annually, 
sufficient, to rebuild all the structures on 
Broadway. 
The displacement is really 
about half an inch of the face of the Falls 
as a whole in every five years. Suppose it 
were that amount every year, then Niagara 
would annually displace *¡2,300 cubic feet 
of the face <>i the Falls, which would ar-

A large amount of oil exists in the 
stormy petrel, and when fat, according to 
Brunnich, the inhabitants of the Faroe 
Islands use it as a lamp, obtaining their 
light from a wick drawn through the 
bird’s body,

An opportunity of studying a case of 
leprosy lias been afforded Dr. Giittman, 
who assures the Berlin Medical Society 
that there can be no doubt that the living 
bacilli found in the system of leprous pa­ 
tients are really the cause of the disease. 
It is stated that vaccination is carried out 
so strictly in the Prussian army that not 
a soldier has died of small-pox since 1873. 
If the same system could be applied to the 
whole population of Europe it is believed 
that the disease would disappear in five 
years. 
That the Canadian salmon cau live in 
sea water has been attested by several ich­ 
thyologists. Some specimens o f this spe­ 
cies put into one of the salt-water tanks at 
the South Kensington Aquarium, however, 
lived only eight days, when they all died 
in rapid succession. 
! 
A collection of skulls from the Southern 
Hemisphere has been studied in England, 
the most notable conclusion reached being 
that some of the races of South Africa, 
Australia and the southernmost part of 
South America are remarkable for the 
smallness of their heads. 
An ounce of nitrate o f soda dissolved in 
four gallons of water is said to he a good 
stimulant for bulbs. 
It should be applied 
twice a week after the flower spikes show 
themselves. 
A pint of soot, tied up in a 
cloth, and immersed in the same quantity 
of water, is also an excellent and safe stim ­ 
ulant. 
Potable water. Dr. Percy Frankland as­ 
i serts, is all the better if it contains a little 
mineral matter, as that is only objection­ 
able when present in excessive quantity, 
but organic matter of whatever origin, or 
any trace of sewage contamination, ought 
to be sufficient to exclude a water from 
domestic Use. 
Regarding the properties 
of genuine 
vinegar B. F. Davenport says, in the Chemi­ 
cal Ncms : 
“ in Boston vinegar is consid­ 
ered spurious if it contains less acid than 
corresponds to 5 per cent, acetic anhydride. 
Cider vinegar, when dried at 1003, must 
not leave less than 1.5 percent, of normal 
dry residue.” 
The best treatment for ink and rust stains 
consists in the application of two parts of 
powdered cream of tartar and one part of 
finely-powdered oxalic acid. Shake up the 
ingredients well together and apply the 
powder with a dry rag to tlie dampened 
stain. 
When the spot has disappeared the 
part should be very well washed. 
' 
To make watch hands red this recipe has 
been recommended : 
Mix to n paste over a 
lamp one ounce of carmine, one ounce of 
chloride of silver, and a half ounce of tin­ 
ner’s japan ; put some of the paste on the 
hands and lay them face upward on a sheet 
of copper, which must be held over a lamp 
until the desired color is produced.

CAUSE OF FEUIT DYING. 
George S. Edwards, of Santa Barbara, 
writes as follow s: 
Matthew Coob—Dhak .Sir.: H aving noticed 
your article in the R ecord-I'xion on the disease 
of th e apricot, I should like to give you m y ob­ 
servations on the subject and hear from v’ou if 
not too m uch trouble. 
I have an orchard of 
some J.200 trees, aliouc one-half on upland, the 
rest on bottom laud, form erly covered" w ith live 
oak tim ber. T he land is adjoiuiug. Those on 
up land grow m ore slowly th an those on th e 
Hat, but 1 have never lost any by death. 
Those 
on the bottom die at th e rate o f from 15 to 21) per 
cent, yearly, dud in so doing act very m u c h a s 
you described. T he iir.-t Tot 1 planted were 
budded on peach, but th e dead ones I replaced 
w ith trees budded on apricot roots, w ith th e 
sam e result. So far as I can diseov 
th e worst w here th e tim ber was 
I have noticed other orchards and on lan d th at 
has not la-eu covered w ith tim ber, th e trees do 
well, especially if not too sandy. 
I havepruncs, 
nectarines, peaches, pears and w alnuts in the 
sam e orchard, and they all act the sam e except 
the pears. 1 have not lost any pears, and the 
other tri es do not die so rapidly íes the apricots. 
It is needless to say th at ! have stopped planting 
apricots. If not too m uch trouble 1 should like 
to hear from you. 
Yours, respectfully, 
Gko.

R eply : 
I intend to begin about May 
10th further investigations of the cause of 
the apricot and other varieties of fruit 
trees (especially the stoned fruits) dying, 
as found in many orchards this spring, and 
will be pleased to receive communications 
from all sections of the State where trees 
have died. 
I noticed in your section of tlie 
State last July some prune trees that were 
d yin g; also some walnut trees, that a por­ 
tion of the branches were dying. 
On ex­ 
amination I found the prune trees, which 
were about five years planted, bad been 
grafted upon apricot roots: the trunk of 
the prune above the graft joint was from 
live to six inches in diameter. 
The apricot 
root was carrot-shaped, and below the 
graft joint was about three inches in dia­ 
meter. The tree had bloomed and set a 
very large crop of fruit in the spring. In 
the latter ¡.art of June the foliage began to 
wither, and the fruit to turn a yellowish 
color. 
By digging the apricot root was 
found to be rotten ; the prune wood seemed 
perfectly sound. 
The foliage of a portion 
of the branches of some large walnut trees, 
which were heavily loaded with fruit, was 
withered , and the branches apparently dy­ 
ing. 
Upon digging around the tree it was 
found that a portion of the bark below the 
surface of the ground had been destroyed, 
and in consequence the roots below and the 
branches above this wound were diseased. 
In the spring of 1883 a fruit-grower at 
Oroville, Butte county, planted 400 apricot 
trees. They made a fine growth until 
August or September, 1384, when they ap­ 
peared sickly, and in a short time nearly 
all hail died. On examination of one of 
the trees forwarded me I found a wound 
in the wood about eight inches above the 
ground, similar to that made by the female 
ru a d a , in which she deposits her eggs. 
On 
the return of the elaborated ¡sap in 1884 it 
escaped at this wound, and eventually 
girdled the tree by destroying the cam­ 
bium layer, thus preventing the sap from 
reaching the roots, and causing the death 
of the tree. 
At present, in a small orchard in this 
vicinity, containing 100 trees, which made 
a good growth last year—including apri­ 
cots, peaches and plums—nearly the entire 
number arc dead. 
In some localities which 
I have visited lately there arc no signs of 
lisease am ongthe fruit trees. 
From what I have learned from the lim ­ 
ited investigations made, I predict that a 
remedy will be found in the selection of 
proper grafting stock, the methods of graft- 
ingand planting, and especially in a knowl­ 
edge of tlie chemistry of the soil on which 
the trees are plant. «1. 
I find in this valley 
orchards containing hundreds of acres, 
planted on lands on which there was very 
large oak trees, yet the trees are healthy 
and include appfc, pear, prune, plum, apri­ 
cot, peach, nectarine, cherry and almond. 
In other sections orchards planted on hog- 
wallow lands, where there was no timber, 
the apricot trees are a failure, a large per­ 
centage of them dying this season.

R eply : The beetles you send are known 
to scientists as the Polaca on Confortáis, but 
are commonly known as the branch and 
twig burrower. 
They attack the pear, 
cherry, apricot, ¡teach and olive. 
When 
the burrow is made the branch breaks off 
by the winds, or if not broken off, the bur­ 
row fills with water from the rains and de­ 
stroys the branch. Tlieonly remedy known 
ut present, is to use a strong solution of 
whale-oil snap and sulphur—one pound of 
the mixture to each gallon of water used. 
By spavging the tree before the attack will 
prevent the beetle from commencing its 
work. 
W hen found at work, hand picking 
and pruning out and 
burning the 
in­ 
fested wood should be resorted to. At pres­ 
ent there is but little known o f the natural 
history of this jiest. 
It is supposed that 
the female deposits her egg in the bark of 
forest trees, where the insect passes the 
larva and pupa stages of its existence. 
Only the perfect insect, such as you send, 
have been found upon fruit trees.
